He day of his coming from Newgate to the Tower, at 
night he ſent Iis Wife word that that day was to him as 
his Wedding day. 
| WhentheSentence was pronounced, he ſaid, whom men have 
Judged God doth not condemn, Bleſſedbe the Name of the Lord. 
And as he was carried away from the Court through the 
' croul the people ſhouted, And he cryed, God 1s the Lord for all 
this, | have no cauſe to be aſhamed of the cauſe thatI have been 
inSaged.in. Some Friends ask'd him how he did, he anſwered,very 
well and cannot be ina better condition if | had the deſires of 
my heart ; we muſt be willing to receive hard things from the 
hands of our Father, as well as eaſe things. W hen he came to 
Newgate there were Chaines put upon his Feet; And he faid , 
| Welcome, Welcome, Oh this is nothing to what Chriſt hath uns 
dergone for mez this is out of his great loving kindneſlſe and 
faithfulneſs, and my God is All-ſufficient in all Conditions. And 
alſo foon after his coming into the Dungeon, in order to his Exe- 
cution, a Woman belongings to the Goal, who was ſent to make 
cleanthe Room, and to make a Fire tor him, was ask'd when ſhe 
cameout by divers people (whereof ſome were ſcoffers) how the 
Major General behaved himſelf , and what he ſaid. To which 
ſhe anſwered, ſhe knew not what he had done to deſerve to be 
here, but ſure ſhe was that he was a good:man, and that never 
ſuch a man was there before; for he was full of God, there was 
othing but God 1n his mouth; ſo that it would have done any 
Dne Sood to bave been neer him, or with him : And his diſcourſe 
Wid frame of hearr would melt the hardeſt of their hearts. 
Some time after he was pur into the Hold, Three Miniſters of 
he City were ſent by the Sheriff ro diſcourſe with him.

Chrifticn fear a prit>n, it bergg the onely place where (vanting 
other books } a man muy beit ttuddy the buoke of the knowledge 
of himſ{elfe, having a long vacation from alfbuſineſs; but praying 
unto and prailing God in Chriſt,by the ſpirits aiſtitance.] cannot 
take Marthas part, for none mutt come to me ; nor Maries part, 
to waic upon the Ordinances,which my foul thirſts after ; there- 
fore my Chamber is like the ſanGum ſandorum , where willingly 
none may enter but the high Prieſt of our profeſſion the Lord! 
 Tefus, I did not think that there had been ſo much ignorance,im- 
F, potence, impatience, ingratitude, pride, inordinate affe&ion to/ 
creature-comforts, revenge, dithdence of Gcd, felf-Jove, and ini- 
quity of all ſorts in me, as tinde thereis 3 who am not onely :

pure firi& Jultice, who felt nothing but extremity : the Father would 
not ſpare him, Rom.0.32.

on ſhould be accepted forus,and that thee and me, and dear Da.too ; 
and ſweet Love I truſt ſhould be Veſſels of that mercy and Free 
Grace : O bleſſed be his glorious name for ever. | 
2, My Meditations were principally carried out from the Joyes of 
Heayen,and from theſe words,7Yhom have 1 in Heaven but thee ? and 
thou art my Portion for ever ; 1 was raviſhed with this conſideration, . 
thas the Joyes of Heaven are Eternal ; or thus , The Saints pragire:

bh ave a beginning but no ending, No doubt but this is infinite matter 
of joy to Abraham, and all the Saints in Heaven, to think that they 
ſhall continue in their Joy and Glory, not x00, or 10000 millions of 
years onely , but for eyer , that when chey haye been there x 0000 
Millions of Millions of years, as to what remains it Will not be a 
minute, bur then we begin our Felicity; therefore Chrilt calls it # Life 
Eternal, Mat. 25.46, Therefore if a man could hve here x000000 
Millions of yeats, and enjoy his hearts deſire , and all the variety of 
Pleaſures which this World can afford, and afterwards be deprived 
of Paradiſe , or be damned , what a ſad bargain would that be | for 
the Saints are all that while in Heayen , and ſhall be there for ever ; 
and if a man might be alwayes younger, and liye here for ever , if 
ſuch a thing were poflible, yet could not that content him , becauſe 
he is capable of good, and if ic were pur to the choice of an illuminate 
Chriſtian, whether to live here a Thoutand Years in health, wealth, 
and all that Soul and Body can defire, or to be in Heaven bur one day, 
he ought to chuſe the latter, Pſal. 48, ſo one minutes being in Heaven, 
is to be preferred before a perpetuity of all. worldly pleaſures ; for to 
be abſent from the Lord is more grievous then all humane delights 
can be comfortable ; It it were bur a pretty good condition , if . men 
were ſure alwayes ſo to continue,it would be comfortable , rherefore 
to think of an everlaſting Crown of Glory, is a ſoul-mehting confidera- 
tion, If then this life be not a minute in comparifon of the perpetual 
Life of the bleſſed ſouls in Heaven, how greatly are they to be blamed, 
that for a little vain Honour, flatering pleaſure, or the momentary fin= 
ful delights of this evil wor! ſquander away their precious Souls. 

4. As the Joyes of Heaven are Fternal,fo they are exceeding great : 
If the men of the world which haye their portion here , Pſal.1 7.14- 
have ſuch ately houſes, and pleaſant Palaces, and delights ; ſhall we 
not thiok that God hath provided ineſtimable Treaſures ai:d Pleaſures 
in the World to come for his Children ? For whom do earthy Parents 
treaſureup , bur for their children , bar if we could apprehend what 
they are,they are not the Joyes of Heaven , for no heart can conceive 
what God hath prepared fer them that love him , 1 Cox. 2.9, the eye 
hath ſeen much, and the ear heard more, and the heart may conceive 
much more, but Eternal Pleaſures are inconceivable ; yet the ſpiritual 
eye hach ſome glimſe of it : a poor Saint finds more ſolid comfort and 
Joy in a crucified Chriſt, poor, and naked, and deſpiſed in the World,

thei all the Dukes of £dom in their Richand Glorious Pomp' and 
Maenificence ; but all the Saints living here have not ſo much Joy and 
ſplendour as the lealt Saint hath in Heayen, The Scripture meations 
three Heavens , where the Fowles are, the Starry Heaven, and the 
Heaven of Heavens, 1 King.8,27, The Sunis conceived to be three. 
hundred times bigger then che Earth, and every Star-bigger then this 
lower World, and that all the Earth is-but as a Mote, and not ſo big 
as a Flie, in compariſon of the Emperial, Celeſtial Heavens, where 
the Souls of the Saints are with God and Chriſt; and by the large-. 
neſs of the Place we may guels at the Greatneſs of the Joyes and 
Pleaſures; that the Elect are but few in compariſon of thoſe who ſhall 
be turaed into Hell , Pſal.9.17, as ic were thruſt intoa hole together, 
AMat.25 23, Our Lords Joy can be no little Joy, and it is too big to 
enter into us, We mult enter into it. Next I conſider wherein the Sub- 
ſtance and Eflence of Heavenly Joyes do properly confilt, by x Cor. 
I 3.12. itſeems much to be in fight and Knowledoe. 
I, Forfight, to ſee God face to face , to ſee the Beautiful Perſon 
of our Dear Lord Jeſus, to ſee all the Bleſſed Saints and Angels, and 
to be one of them, how joytul is the thought of it ? for if the damned 
between whom and the Saints there is a oreat gulf fixed , Luke 16, 
26. ) ſhall ſce Abraham and the Prophets in the Kingdom of God, 
Lake 13. 28, when themſelves are thruſt out ( poor Saint-haters, 
that now perlecure the Heirs of Glory ) and ſcorn their companies, 
would then fain crowd into Heaven with them) much more the Elect 
themſelyes ; bur the difficulty is, how we can ſee Spirits with bodily 
eyes, and bodies With Spiritual eyes.

is-but as a ſpark.to the Oven red hot, in compariſon of giving _ 


for there will be new ſprings,and freſh dlſcoveries of his infinite Grace, 
Glory, Goodneſs, and Perfection fireaming forth continually co us, that 
will be as everlaſting Fountains of Joy,and glorious rejoycing,to our 
Souls and Bodies ; as one at Sea fees a great Way, but not to che end, 
or bottom of the Sea, for we ſhall know as much of God as our 
heads can hold,and Love God as much as our hearts can contain ; and 
no doubt but there are different Degrees of Glory in Heaven, as the 
Saints know more or leſs of God ; whereas when »Veſlels of ſeye.

17. at Northampton , He that is 
Joyned unto the Lord is one ſpirit ; for I believe that myſtical oneneſs 
which our Dear Lord ſo (weetly prayed for , John x7, xx, 21,22. is 
meant of oneneſs in will and affeRtions , when the Soul ſhall have all 
that it can deſire, and nothing but what it does deſire, and ſhall will 


nothing but what Gods wills ; and nor onely to be ſatisfied wich the 


will of God, but to taſte a ſweet complacency and delightin it, that it 


is infinitely beſt to be there. 

4. This transforming of the Will proceeds from the apprehenſion 
of Divine Love, where the Soul finds that God has loved it from all 
Eternity , that his eye and his heart are perpetually upon it for good, 
and knows that it is a Free, Pure, Unchangeable, and Eternal Love, this 
cauſes an Eternity of joy ; and Love is the ſweeteſt Grace in the heart 

{che very Sugar of the Soul) that makes a Heaven upon Earch, where 
it is wichont diffumulation, and Spiritual ; ſo Heavenly Joy will confiſt 
much in Love, which muſt needs flow from fight and Knowledge, for 
as Paul (ayes; 1 Cor 2.8 it is onely ignorance of God that makes ſo 

' many to oppoſe the way of Truth and Holineſs ; fo the fight of Divine 
Glorious Beauty,and che Knowledge of Infinite Wiſdom, Power, Love, 


and Goodneſs in Chrift,caufes the Soul to Love God, and Chriſt, and 
the Spirit much better then it ſelf ; for if the Spouſe be fick of Love

worth of Chriſt ; there muft be ſomething better to look at than what 
we loſe for the preſent , ſomething above Eſtate, and Life, and Rela- 
tions, and Name. See the worth of Chriſts blood , it's worth all the 
world;becauſe what the blood of Bulls and Gaats could not do, his blood 
aoth cleanſe from all ſin. | 
4: Keepcloſe to the uſe of Ordinances, much of our miſchief hath 
come from neglett of thu kind; the ſafety of a Chriſtian lyes in the 
enjoyment of Church-Communion , Plal.27.4,5, and 6. Verſes, One 
thing have I defired of the Lord , and that will I ſeek after , that 1 
may dwell in the Houſe of the Lord all the dayes of my lite , &'c, 
for in the time of trouble he ſhall hide me in his Pavillion, in the ſe- 
cret of his Tabernacle ſhall he hide me, ;:e ſhall ſer me upon'a Rock : 
and now ſhall my head be lifced up ab»ve mine Enemies round abour 
me, &c, The greateſt fears are diſpelled there —— ——you ſhall find 
before troubles paſs over ( for you expett ſome ) it will be a hard mat- 
ter to break Churches, they are ſo faſt chamed together, and yet there 
hath been marvellons miſcarriages amongſt Saints in their C hurch- Re 
lations.

He alſo during his impriſonment in the Tower , Wrote {ome ſheets 
of Paper to his Daughter , leaving them with her as his laſt Legacy, 
containing in it very much ſound and wholſome adyice to her Souls 
healch. Ic carryes with it ſuch a ſavour as denotes it proceeds from 
a ſpirit that hath learned experience in Chrifts School , and hath been 
acquainted ſometimes wich Sun-ſhine as with foul weather'; it's too 
long hereto be iaſerred, but if ic be made publick by it ſelf, doubt-

Some Memorable Paſſages of Mr, Hugh Peters , n hu Im- 
priſoumeut at Newgate, and at the time of his Execution at 
Charing-Croſs, Oftober 16. 1660. 


Er. Peters, as 1s well known , was exerciſed under a great con- 
flick in his own ſpitit, during the time of his Impriſonment, 
fearing ( as he would often ſay ) thar he ſhould not go through his 
ſufferings with courage and comfort; and ſaid to Friends,that he was 
ſomewhat unprepared for death , and therefore unwilling to die; 
ſomething he- ſaid he had committed , and other things omitted, 
which troubled him , but though ir was a cloudy and dark day with 
him for a ſeaſon, yet the Light of Gods Grace and Favour would 
break forth at laſt, 

And ſurely the Favour of God did at the laſt appear , for a litle 
before he went forth to Execution ( as many can teſtifie ) he was well 
compoſed in his ſpirit , and cheerfully {21d , I thank God now I can 
die,I can look Death in the face and not be afraid, | 

As for that ſlanderous report, which was too much received by 
good people as well as bad, to wit, That he was guilty of Unclean- 
neſs. A friend coming to him in Priſon , put that queſtion ſeriouſly 
and ſoberly to his Soul; to which he applyed, that he bleſſed che - 
Lord , he was wholly clear in that matter , and chat he never knew 
any woman but his own Wife, 

A night or rwo before he ſuffered , two of the Epiſcopal Clergy, 
who(as ſome report) were the Kings Chaplains, came to give him a 
Vie ; they endeavoured to make adyantage of the preſent tempta- 
tions Wherewith he was then aſſaulted , and to perſwade him. to 
Repentance and Recantation of his former AQivity in the Parlia- 
ments Cauſe, which they endeavoured to enforce upon him by a pro- 
miſe of Pardon from the King , incaſe he would therein hearken to 
them. But though he then was much afflied in his ſpirit , yer the 
Lord did help him to bear up with much courage againſt the inſinua-. 
tions of that ſort of men, and told them that he had no cauſe in the - 
leaft to repent of his Adhering to that Intereſt ; but rather, that he. 
had in the proſecution thereof done no more for God and his People. 
in theſe Nations , and with civihity diſmifling thoſe Viſitants , be ap-. 
plyed himſelf to ſome other Miniſters then preſent, whom he judged | 

"i more 
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more able to ſpeak a word in ſeaſon' to him under theſe oreat Tryals, 
Wherewith the Lord was then pleaſed to exercife him. | 
Þeing carryed upon the Sled to Execution , and made to fir there- 
' 1n, Within the Railes ar Charing-( roſs , to behold the Execution of 
Mr. Cook : Oae comes to him , and upbraided him with the Death of 
the King , bidding him (with opprobrious language) to repent : he re- 
plyed, Friend, you do not well to trample-upon a dying man,you are 
greatly miſtaken, I had nothing to do 1n the death of the King. 

When Mr. Cook, was cut down, and brought to be quartered, one 
they called Col,T#rrer,called to the Sheriffs men, to bring Mr. Perers 
near, that he might ſee it ; and by and by the Hangman came to him, 
all belmeared in blood , and rubbing his bloody hands other , he 
(tauntingly) asked, Come, how do you like this Mr, Peters, how do 
you like this work > To whom he replyed, I am not (Ithank God) 
terrified at it, you may do your worſt. 

When he was going to his Execution , he lookt about and eſpied a 
man, to Whom he gave a piece of Gold (having bowed it firſt) and 
deſired him to go to the place where his Daughter lodged , and to 
carry that to her asa token from him , and to let her know , that hs 
heart was as full of comfort as it could be ; and that before that Piece 
ſhould come to her hands, he ſhould be with God in Glory. 

Being upon the Ladder he ſpake to rhe Sheriff, ſaying, Sir, you 
have here [lain one of the Servants of God before mine eyes , and 
have made me to behold it , on purpoſe to terrifie and diſcourage me ; 
but God hath made it an Ordinance to me for my flrengthning and en= 
COHYAgement. | 

When he was going to die , he ſaid , What fleſh, art thou unwil. 
ling to go to God through the fire and jawes of death ? Oh (ſaid he) 
this is a good day , He is come that | have long looked for , and 1 
ſhall be with bim ; glory ; and ſmiled when he went away, 

What Mr, Peters {aid further at his Execution , either in his 
Sreech or Prayer, it could not be taken, in regard his voice was low 


at that time, and the people unciyil.

V Hen he was 1n the Tower, a Relation ſent to know 

now he did : To which he returned this Anſwer ; 
That he had been very ill all night., and had ſome Apprehen- 
ſions that it Might be unto death : But, ſaid he, I was not at all 
diſpleaſed ; for if it be the Will of God, that I may not live his 
Servant, I would die his Sacrifice. 

The firſt day that he came to Newgate, ſome Friends came 
to ſee him, and asked him how it was with him 2 He told them, 
he was well ; but he waited, and much longed for a word of 
Peace fxom God : But (ſaid he) I bleſs God (though it is ſome- 
what dark with meat preſent, and I know I have a very naughty 
heart) yet I have not one Temptation to deſert That GOOD 
CAUSE, which God hath ſo fignally (many a time) owned. 

The next day, Which was the day Maj. Gen, Harriſoz was 
Condemned, ſome of his Relations came to him, and told him, 
They ſuppoſed he had heard what diſmal Sentence had paſled on 
him ; And, O Sir, ſaid one of them, my heart fails me to think 
how you will bear it. Why, ſaid he, fleth and blood will recoil: 
But, blefled be God, I am not troubled at that; A fit of an 
Agvie would colt a man more, I believe. . 

The day after he was Condemned himſelf, his Wife, and 
other Relations and Friends came to him : Oh Sir, ſaid ſome, 
how 1s it now 2 Why, ſaid he, Blefled, O blefled Chains 1-1 
would not be without theſe Chains. Indeed, it was a very dark, 
diſmal, cloudy morning, I was brought to be content to perith. 
Truly, I thought I could not plead at all, my ſoul was to ſad, 
becauſe God hid his face : But I was reſolved (ſaid he) if I could 
have ſaid no more, td tell the Court, That the Cauſe was the 
Lords , and the fault was not in the Loxd, but my great perſonal 
unworthineſs, that I could not aſſert it ; And that though I d1d 
ſink into the bottomleſs pit immediatly, yet I duxft not, no not 
for a World, but own that Cauſe, which God had often honou- 
red. But (ſaid he) the Lord for your ſakes did help me to ſay 
I LMC- 
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ſomewhat ; but truly, ir was but pitiful,- I thought if 1 might. 
have been ſuffered, (although I have not ſlept, to ſpeak of, theſe 
twonights) I could have ſpoken three or four hours longer, 
And now, faid hezas dark as it was in tne morning, *tis ſo bright, 
£9 quiet, and calm, that truly I think 1f I were to be executed 
- to Morrovv, I could fleep all night as well as ever. But (lifting 
up his eyes) Lord, ſaid he, 1 would not be too confident : Oh 
pardon thy ſervant. But, being in a very chearfull frame, his 
Friends and Relations left him at that time, and, becauſe of il- 
neſs, could not viſit him the next day. 

But on the next firſt-day of the week, being with him, he 
told them he found an increaſed ſtrength, That day about noon, 
the Warrant for Execution was {iened ; at which time he was 
defirous to have a Reprieve gained, if poſſible : not ( ſaid he) 
that Iexpect Life ; but methinks my Wedding-garment is not 
quite ready : a little more time, that I may,as a Bride,be ready | 
trimmed, That evening it was told him, that Sir O. B. would 
ſpeak with him tne next raorning ; and ſome told him, it maybe 
that would prove an hour of Temptation. Truly, ſaid he, I 
bleſſe God, I am at a point, I cannot, no, I cannot deſert the 
CAUSE. 

The next morning they two. were together, the matter of their 
diſcourſe I. know not, but I remember when his Wife defired to 
00 toO. B. thatevening , to ſee if he would be her dear Huſ- 
bands (or rather her) Mediator to his Majeſty for his Life, It 
may be ( {aid he ) Sir O. B. may fay, That I ſhould conſefle 
ovalr, and do-the King ſome ſervice. Prethee tell him, I would 
engage to live quietly ; but for owning Gzilr, that I cannot do: 
For to this day I am not convinced of any, as to the Death of 
the King, and that I went but too far, in asking the benefit of 
the Proclamation ; and I cannot go any further, no. not to ſave 
a Thouſand Lives. 

That evening came in two Miniſters : one, or both of them, 
(after they had talked with him a good wile) I heard them ask, 
Vihether he did ackaowledge hu Guilt ? for they believed his 
ownirg Of that, would be the moſt hkely (1f not a mot certain) ' 
means, to prolong his Life. To which he anſwereg, That al- 
though he had often, and that with many tears ( and he thought 

with 
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with ſome brokenneſs of hearts ſought the Lord to convince him 
of it, if he had any Gar in him, as to that patticular Action , 
(for which he was then in Chains, and under Condemnation ) 
for;ſaid he,I would not for a Worlddie with one Sin unrepented 
of : But, ſaid he, Really, to this day I have no ſuch Convicion.

- gone from the Bar to the Gibbet. They had nothing againſt me, 
neither by Gods Lay nor their own Law to condemn me : was it - 
ever knoWn that a man ſhould die for ſuch words > And further 
ſaid, T hough men had Judged, yet God had not condemned.

where ever they ſee it, in Presbyterian, Independent, Baptiſed dr 0-

Four of his fellow-priſoners paſled by his Chamber door,as they 
were going forth to Execution ; and being denied fight of them,, | 
he calted them by their Names, 'and with a mighty fervent ſpirit, 
ſaid, The Lord go with you, the Angel of his preſence ſtand by you : 
(and then turning about to his Frienas,ſaid) O they are gone to Hea- 
ven before me, but we will give them up to the Lord, and ſo went 
to prayers, and preſently after he went to prayer again,ſaying, God 
hath ſaid, that he will make us joyful in the houſe of Prayer : and ma- 
ny obſerved that he did perform the duty of prayer Five times that 
day himſelf, wherein he laid aimſelf very low before the Lord, ac- 
knowledging himſelf the worſt of all the Priſoners, and that he 
{hould have the leaſt to ſay for God;and would fay to his Friends, 
w DOPE of me till you ſee me on the uppermoſt round of the 
Ladder. 

His Dawughter coming in, he told her he had left Teſus Chriſt an Ex-

Having given an Account to ſome perſons for their ſatisfation

The day of their Execution being coine, ſeveral godly Miniſters 
ſpent ſome time with them in Prayer, v2. With Col. Axtel and 
Col. Hacker; and many friends coming in to pay their laſt reſpects, 
Col. Axtel ſeeing one of his familiar Friends and Companions, 
ſaid, My. dear Brother, thou art better than I am, and yet] muſt 00 
to Heaven before thee for all that. 

He very chearfully ſa1d to divers then with him, Dear Friends, 
rejoyce ; I am going where ye thall be alfo ; yea,where we ſhall be 
for ever with the Lord, and never part, and be without any more 
change : 1 beſeech you follow the Lamb where-ever he goth : - 
though he may lead you 1n a harſh, diſmal and difficult way, yet at 
laſt he will bring you into a pleaſant path, and cauſe you to lhe 
down 1n green paſtures, 1n the Land of reſt, O be faithful unto the 
Death, and he will give you a Crown of Life , as he hath given to your 
ſuffering Brethren. 

Oh ! all that we have, or do ſuffer, is but to make Chriſt and 
Heaven more ſweer, dear and glorious to us : all the ſad ſteps that 
we ſhall tread on this Ladder, is but to mount us to Heaven ; for 
at the top are Angels ready to receive us, as was on Jacobs Lad- 
der.

Col. Hacker declared to ſeveral of his own friends, a little before * 


he ſuffered, that the greateſt trouble he had upon his ſpirit, was 
that he had formerly born too great aprejudce in his heart towards 


the good People of God that differed from him in judgement, And then 


broke forth into this Admiration, O what ans 1, pror vile worms, that 


God ſhould count me worthy to ſuffer with ſuch prectous ſouls as theſe 
are, againſt whom I have been formerly ſo much prejudced | 

And thus theſe two gracious perſons having finiſhed their courſe, 
and the time of their departure being at hand, were both brought 
forth out of priſon ; the Sled being ready for them, they took their 
leave of ſome friends that ſtood at the door,and Col. Axrel defired 
them to be at the place of Execution; and both entring the Sled, 
they caſt up their eyes toward that God to whom thzy Were Co- 
ming; then with a chearful countenance,ſetting themſelves down, 
they were drayn to T7 yb#rz, the place of execution, Where a Cart 
was ſet ready, into which they.both aſcended, their countenance 
not at all changed, though now the King of terrour ſtared them in 
the face : the Ropes being then put about their necks, and a burn- 
ing fire kindled before their faces:and being there ready to receive 
that ſentence which Nature would have ſunk under , 1f Grace had

thorow. Thou haft promiſed thar thou wile never, never, never leave 
us nor forſake us. Thon hafiſaid, Who can ſeparate us from the love 
of God in Chriſt Feſws ? Can life ? can death ? or what can ſeparate a 
Believer from Jeſus Chriſt? Let thy Angels come Gown : we are per- 
 ſwaded that the' Angels are ready to receive our tuls, and co carry 
them into thy boſome, and into the company of Abrabam, Iſaac, and 
Zacsb, and of the bleſſed Apoities, and Martyrs, and Witnefſes of Je 
ſus Chriſt, and juſt men made perteR in thy Kingdom, Blefied Lord, 
thou art our ſupport and comfort ; fypport us with the cordials of thy 
love, O thou Father of Mercics, and God of all Confokhtwns!

mon Hang-man came down out of the Cart himſelf to doe it ; the” 
Carman as many witneſſes attirm, ſaying, he would looſe his Cart and 
Horſe before he would have a hand in hanging ſuch a man. By this 
means he had opportunity to lift up his hands and utter the like words 
the third time alſo. 

One thing more is very remarkable, that when Col. Axtel! and Col. 
Hacker were taken our of che (ledge into the cart, the (peRators being 
in great numbers there, behaved themſelves very civilly, only two per- 

(ons among them as ſoon as the Ropes were put about their Necks cry- 
ed out very earneſtly, Hang them, hang them Rogues, T'raytors, Mur- 
therers;Hang-man,draw away the Cart . whereupon a man that ſtood 
by them detired them to be civil, and ſaid, Gentlemen this is not civil, 
for the Sherift knoweth what he hath todo; and thereupon they were 
filent, and gave attention to Co), 4xtel's ſpeech and prayer, but before 
he had done, thoſe very perſons were ſo affected, that they could not 
refrain from pouring out many Tears upon the place, and went aſide | 
tO a place a little more retired to weep ; and that man that before | 


deſired them to be civil, went after them and beheld them to his great 
admiration, as bimſelf bath Narrated. 
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
